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Governor  Orders  CD  to  Act  in  Disasters 


Martin  Says 
CD  Has  "Peace 
Time  Value" 

GOVERNOR,  IN  RADIO  AD- 
DRESS, PAYS  TRIBUTE  TO 
SERVICES  RENDERED  BY 
VOLUNTEERS  BOTH  IN  CI- 
VILIAN DEFENSE  AND  SE- 
LECTIVE SERVICE 

“Civilian  Defense  has  a peace 
time  as  well  as  a war  time 
value,”  declared  Governor  Ed- 
ward Martin  in  a radio  address 
broadcast  over  a state-wide 
hookup  Wednesday  evening, 
September  13. 

The  Governor  praised  the 
Selective  Service  organization 
of  nearly  7,000  volunteers  for 
mobilizing  upwards  of  1,000,000 
Pennsylvanians  for  the  armed 
forces,  stating:  “In  Pennsyl- 

vania Selective  Service  has 
made  a magnificent  record,  and 
I want  to  thank  Colonel  Mellon 
and  the  thousands  of  Pennsyl- 
vanians who  have  been  asso- 
ciated with  him  for  the  splendid 
job  they  have  done.” 

Concerning  Civilian  Defense, 
Mr.  Martin  continued: 

“The  second  outstanding  vol- 
unteer service  is  that  of  Civilian 
Defense.  It  has  been  and  re- 
mains the  greatest  community 
enterprise  ever  undertaken  in 
Pennsylvania.  Over  1,200  coun- 
cils of  defense,  with  a peak  en- 
rollment of  1,492,790,  were 
organized.  These  councils  were 
formed  in  all  our  sixty-seven 
counties  and  in  forty-three 
cities  of  the  State.  Most  of  the 
boroughs  and  many  townships 
created  their  own  councils. 

“Of  the  number  enrolled 
about  600,000  were  in  the  pro- 
tective service  — air  raid 
wardens,  auxiliary  firemen, 
auxiliary  policemen,  rescue 
squads  and  emergency  medical 
units.  They  were  out  in  good 
weather  and  bad.  The  nights 
were  never  too  dark.  The  days 
were  never  too  cold.  They 
were  not  summer  soldiers  or 
sunshine  patriots.  They  came 
when  they  were  called  regard- 
less of  storm  or  sunshine.  There 
was  no  complaint.  They  have 
given  their  fellow  citizens  a 
striking  demonstration  of 
patriotic  service. 

“In  the  war  services  more 
than  900,000  were  enrolled.

CD  Kiichens  Can  Food  For 

Hospitals,  To  Feed  Children 

During  the  past  few  weeks  Canning  Centers,  maimed  in  most 
instances  by  Civilian  Defense  volunteers,  have  been  in  opera- 
tion in  many  communities  throughout  the  State  doing  a yeoman 
job  in  the  conservation  of  vitally  needed  foodstuffs,  it  is  an- 
nounced by  Dr.  Warren  B.  Mack,  executive  secretary  of  the 
SCD  Victory  Garden  Committee.  Much  of  the  preserved  food 
went  to  hospitals-  and  institutions. 

SCD,  through  its  War  Services,  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  through  its  Agricultural  and  Homemaking  Education 
divisions  cooperated  in  this  movement  to  can  the  temporarily 
surplus  products  of  market  and  Victory  gardens  in  these  com- 
munity kitchens.  Glowing  reports  have  been  received  at  the 
State  Council  as  to  the  output  of  these  conservation  centers. 

In  Williamsport,  for  instance,  three  of  the  kitchens  have  been 
operated  canning  and  drying  fresh  garden  produce  for  family 
use  during  the  coming  winter  months.  (Editor’s  note:  Two  of 
these  kitchens  are  pictured  above.) 

Butler  OCD  has  a kitchen  that  has  won  rather  wide  renown

Disaster  Plan 
For  Duration 
Taking  Shape 

Dr.  Hutchison  explains 
move  to  reorganize  Civilian 
Defense  to  fit  into  “Emer- 
gency Disaster  Committee” 
appointed  by  Governor

In  the  war  period,  there  have 
been  many  disasters  in  Penn- 
sylvania. These  have  given 
state  officials  an  excellent  op- 
portunity to  study  the  services 
rendered  to  victims  and  in 
stricken  areas.  The  state  de- 
partments responsible  in  such 
emergencies,  the  Red  Cross, 
Civilian  Defense  and  other  or- 
ganizations have  rendered 
amazing  and  distinguished  serv- 
ices. Nevertheless  there  is  an 
impressive  list  of  services  which 
were  delayed  or  not  rendered, 
of  overlapping  and  misunder- 
standings, of  fantastic  expedi- 
ents and  unnecessary  measures. 
It  is  evident  that  all  forces  will 
be  needed  in  future  disasters, 
and  that  all  departments  and 
forces  need  a closer  and  better 
plan  for  working  together. 

These  considerations  have  re- 
cently been  presented  to  the 
Governor’s  Emergency  Disaster 
Committee  and  laid  before 
Governor  Edward  Martin.  As 
a result  and  by  order  of  the 
Governor  a new  plan  is  in  the 
making.  This  plan  will  encom- 
pass all  services  offered  by  the 
Red  Cross,  all  services  possible 
through  departments  of  state 
or  local  government  and  will 
take  advantage  of  all  pertinent 
and  vaulable  features  of  the 
protective  services  of  Civilian 
Defense.  The  plan  has  been 
authorized  for  the  duration  of 
the  war  only.  The  assump- 
tion is  that  the  State  Legisla- 
ture will  thus  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  judge  its  value  through 
actual  trial  and  thereafter  to 
conserve  any  part  of  the  plan 
which  seems  of  permanent 
value  to  the  people  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Details  will  be  developed  and 
reported  rapidly  but  in  general 
the  following  features  are  con-

templated.  Civil  officials  of  the 
state,  counties  and  municipal- 
ities will  be  requested  to  de- 
termine immediately  and  to  ap- 
point those  citizens  or  officials 
who  are  to  be  co-ordinators  in 
the  event  of  disaster.  The  use 
of  predetermined,  prepared, 
and  adequately  equipped  con- 
trol centers  will  be  urged, 
though  for  counties  and  mu- 
nicipalities these  will  usually 
be  more  modest  than  was  pos- 
sible for  purposes  of  air  raid 
protection.  The  state  control 
center  of  the  State  Council  of 
Defense  will  be  dedicated  to 
service  in  all  disasters,  will  be 
manned  constantly,  day  and 
night,  and  ready  to  activate  and 
serve  when  disaster  occurs  any- 
where in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  present  or 
a similar  system  of  communica- 
tions will  be  continued,  work- 
ing through  local  locations 
where  someone  is  on  hand  at 
all  times.  Thus  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  alert  any  county  or 
municipal  control  center  in  the 
state  when  aid  is  needed  from 
that  area. 

A new  and  detailed  plan  will 
shortly  be  presented  for  the 
use  of  the  Air  Raid  Wardens  in 
a modified  and  strengthened 
organization  known  as  Emer- 
gency Wardens.  Auxiliary  Po- 
lice, Auxiliary  Firemen,  Aux- 
iliary Forest  Fire  Fighters,  and 
Rescue  Squads  will  be  main- 
tained as  now. 

A new  plan  will  be  worked 
out  for  better  coordination  with 
and  assistance  to  Red  Cross  in 
its  great  disaster  functions. 
The  United  States  Army  is 
working  out  a plan  for  co-oper- 
ation with  the  Pennsylvania 
disaster  plan.  It  is  the  purpose 
that  through  this  development 
Pennsylvania  will  be  as  well 
prepared  for  civilian  as  for  war 
disasters,  will  have  the  finest 
protection  for  its  people  that 
has  ever  been  developed,  and 
that  this  will  continue  for  the 


To  Issue  Blood 

Plasma  List 

The  State  Council  of  Defense 
will  shortly  issue  a directive  to 
Chairmen  of  County  Councils 
of  Defense  and  Emergency 
Medical  Officers  of  County 
Councils  telling  them  how  to 
obtain  emergency  supplies  of 
blood  plasma.  A short  time 
ago  the  State  Council  issued  a 
directory  of  where  plasma  is 
located.  It  was  compiled  by 
Dr.  E.  E.  Shifferstine,  State 
Emergency  Medical  Officer,  and 
gives  the  location,  type  and 
quantity  of  blood  plasma  held 
available  for  emergency  use. 
There  has  been  a good  bit  of 
confusion  in  the  public  minds 
regarding  these  supplies  of 
blood  plasma.  They  are  in  the 
custody  of  the  State  Chief 
Emergency  Medical  Officer  and 
are  available  for  requisition  by 
Emergency  Medical  Officers  or 
proper  County  Council  officials. 
It  should  be  understood  they 
are  for  public  use  in  disaster  or 
for  any  other  reason  but  cannot 
be  shipped  except  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  proper  officer.

duration  of  the  war.  Mean- 
while, all  duties  pertaining  to 
protection  from  air  raids  or 
war  incidents  will  be  continued 
as  directed  by  the  Army. 

In  the  Governor’s  address 
quoted  elsewhere  in  this  paper, 
he  pointed  out  the  need  for 
such  a plan  requested  that  all 
citizens  co-operate  and  that  all 
Civilian  Defense  members  de- 
vote themselves  faithfully  and 
oatriotically  to  this  larger  task 
now  set  before  them. 

Governor’s  Statement 

Following  is  the  statement  of 
Governor  Martin  regarding  the 
Disaster  Plan: 

To  Members  of  the  Emergency 
Disaster  Committee: 

Until  the  war  is  over  the 
danger  of  sabotage  and  civil 
disturbance  confronts  us.  We 
also  are  confronted  with  dis- 
asters such  as  fires,  wrecks, 
floods  and  tornadoes. 

We  now  have  a Flood  Emer- 
gency Committee.  I want  to 
change  the  name  of  that  Com- 
mittee, the  same  to  be  known 
hereafter  as  the  “EMERGENCY 
DISASTER  COMMITTEE.”

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V-E  Day  Will  No!  Eliminate 

Demand  For  Salvage — Roberts 

When  Victory  comes  in  Europe,  will  salvage  operations  con- 
tinue to  be  necessary? 

This  question  has  been  asked  many  times  by  members  of 
Council  of  Defense  Salvage  Committees  throughout  the  State, 
and  we  have  asked  Hon.  Wanen  R.  Roberts,  Chairman  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Salvage,  to  answer  it. 

“Unquestionably,”  said  Chairman  Roberts,  “there  will  be 
readjustments,  and  certain  uses  for  materials  now  most  urgent 
for  consummating  the  war  with  Germany  will  either  become 
surplus  or  more  naturally  diverted  for  immediate  necessitous 
civilian  requirements,  and  a large  supply  undoubtedly  devoted 
to  rehabilitation  of  stricken  foreign  areas. 

“While  there  are  unquestionably  uncertainties  as  to  the  exact 
procedures  when  the  war  with  Germany  ends,  all  indications  at 
this  time  are  that  there  will  continue  to  be  a strong  demand 
for  waste  paper,  prepared  tin  cans  and  rags,  and  renewed  efforts 
may  be  necessary  on  used  fats.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  we  have  a diminishing  stockpile  of  tin  and  that  the  major 
source  of  natural  oils  will  not  revert  to  us  when  we  settle 
with  the  Germans. 

“It  is  my  strong  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  con- 
tinue to  aggressively  obtain  the  largest  salvage  possible  of  the 
remaining  critical  materials.  At  this  time  it  is  deemed  advis- 
able to  begin  to  point  toward  the  vital  necessity  for  speeding 
up  Salvage  Committee  activities  until  such  time  as  sufficient 
supplies  are  insured  or  the  World  War  has  been  terminated. 

“The  War  Production  Board  has  advised  us  that  half  a billion 
‘V’  boxes  will  be  needed  this  year  to  meet  the  minimum  de- 
mands of  the  Armed  Forces  overseas.  Mounting  demands  for 
paper  and  paperboard  make  it  absolutely  necessary  to  sustain 
and  intensify  all  paper  salvage  drives. 

“Our  own  investigations,  together  with  those  from  official  WPB 
sources,  indicate  that  tin  will  continue  to  be  a critical  material 
as  long  as  we  are  at  war  and  probably  for  some  time  thereafter. 

“As  a matter  of  fact,  we  believe  that  the  Salvage  Committees 
of  Pennsylvania,  no  matter  how  soon  victory  comes  in  Europe, 
should  intensify  their  efforts,  and  should  continue  to  keep  this 
great  State  first  in  all  salvage  activities 

“We  shall  do  everything  possible  to  keep  the  Salvage  Com- 
mittees fully  informed  at  all  times  in  order  that  they  may 
gear  their  activities  in  accordance  with  the  needs  of  the  day.”

and  the  praise  of  Dr.  Ralph  C.  Hutchison,  SCD  Executive 
Director,  has  one  of  the  oustanding  centers  of  the  state.  Other 
Butler  County  kitchens  are  located  at  Mars,  Petersville,  Zelien- 
ople,  Evans  City,  Lyndora,  Chicora  and  Petrolia. 

When  Magee  hospital  in  Pittsburgh  sent  out  an  SOS  to  the 
Food  Preservation  Committee  of  Victory  Gardens  there,  for 
workers  to  can  food  for  use  in  the  hospital  next  winter,  the 
committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
canteen  department  of  the  Red  Cross,  opened  a canning  kitchen 
in  St.  Peter’s  Episcopal  Church.  On  many  occasions  over  400 
quarts  of  food  was  preserved  daily. 

Three  other  kitchens  are  operated  in  Pittsburgh — at  Woods 
Run  Settlement,  the  Gumbert  school  and  the  Ohio  Valley 
j-xospital. 

In  Philadelphia  four  kitchens  were  operated  by  the  Defense 
Council  and  Board  of  Education,  doubling  the  amount  of  food 
canned  last  year.  About  4,000  cans  of  beets,  carrots,  peas,  green 
peppers  and  tomatoes  were  deposited  in  the  Food  Bank  of  Phila- 
delphia to  be  used  during  the  winter  in  the  Board  of  Education 
plan  to  feed  undernourished  children. 

Lancaster  and  many  other  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
State  also  report  bumper  production  of  dried  and  canned 
products  in  community  kitchens. 


Paper  Salvage 
Gains  In  Stale; 
Drops  In  Nation 

Pennsylvania  Salvage  Com- 
mittees, unaffected  by  the  July 
slump  in  waste  paper  collec- 
tions throughout  the  nation,  in- 
creased their  collections  5 per- 
cent, collecting  57,190  net  tons 
during  the  month. 

National  collections  in  July, 
the  lowest  month  of  the  current 
year,  amounted  to  548,000  tons. 
Pennsylvania  collected  more 
than  10  percent  of  this  paper, 
leading  all  other  states. 

Pennsylvania’s  July  collection 
averaged  11.5  pounds  per  capita. 
Its  goal  was  12.5  pounds. 

Twenty-two  counties,  rep- 
resenting two -thirds  of  the 
State’s  population,  averaged  10 
or  more  pounds  per  capita,  for 
a combined  average  of  15 
pounds  per  capita. 


Urges  Use  Of 
Salvage  Funds 

In  a recent  bulletin  to  all  CD 
chairmen,  Dr.  Ralph  Cooper 
Hutchison,  Executive  Director 
of  the  State  Council  of  Defense, 
stressed  the  fact  that  any  Coun- 
cils confronted  with  the  prob- 
lem of  financial  support  should 
immediately  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  extensive  in- 
come through  salvage  collec- 
tions. 

Dr.  Hutchison  pointed  out: 

“All  Salvage  Committees  in 
Pennsylvania  are  committees 
of  the  County  and  Local  Coun- 
cils of  Defense.  None  is  in- 
dependent. 

“Funds  received  by  Salvage 
Committees  from  the  sale  of 
waste  materials  must  be  re- 
garded as  a public  trust,  must 
be  handled  in  the  manner  per- 
taining to  a public  trust,  and 
after  deduction  of  expenses  and 
payments  to  any  organizations 
which  have  been  promised 
funds  for  collections  (such  as 
the  Boy  Scouts), — these  funds 
should  then  be  used  for  the 
support  of  the  activities  of  the 
Council  of  Defense  or  con- 
tributed to  other  worthy  causes. 
Any  disposition  of  Salvage 
funds  as  contributions  to  other 
organizations  should  have  the 
approval  of  the  Council  of 
Defense.” 


Mail  Carriers,  Milkmen 
Help  Salvage  Campaigns 

In  Clearfield  and  Franklin 
'Counties  rural  mail  carriers  are 
assisting  in  the  collection  of 
waste  paper. 

The  Post  Office  Department 
lias  sanctioned  the  plan.  Car- 
riers are  allowed  to  pick  up 
paper  left  near  mail  boxes  and 
deposit  it  at  convenient  sal- 
vage depots  on  their  routes. 

Carriers  are  not  allowed  to 


deviate  from  their  routes  how- 
ever, and  are  not  permitted  to 
handle  cash  or  issue  receipts  in 
connection  with  payment  for 
paper. 

Out  Pittsburgh  way  milk 
dealers  cooperated  with  the 
Scrap  Salvage  Committee  by 
placing  on  the  necks  of  milk 
bottles  100,000  paper  stickers, 
reminding  housewives  of  curb- 
stone paper  collection  dates. 


Salvage  Nets  $7000 

Since  the  formation  of  the 
Sharon  Salvage  Committee  in 
March,  1942,  nearly  $7000  has 
been  derived  from  the  sale  of 
salvaged  materials  needed  in 
the  war  effort,  all  of  which  has 
been  turned  over  to  various 
war  activities  and  civic  organi- 
zations. A.  D.  Beck  is  chair- 
man of  the  committee. 


Storm  Warning  Sent  Out 

By  State  Control  Center 

In  conjunction  with  the  State 
Police  the  State  Control  Center 
of  the  State  Council  of  Defense 
spread  warnings  to  the  Atlantic 
Coast  of  the  hurricane  on  Sep- 
tember 13. 

Colonel  C.  M.  Wilhelm,  Head 
of  the  State  Police,  received  a 
request  from  Federal  authori- 
ties to  broadcast  warning  of  the 
hurricane  emphasizing  the  pos- 
sibility it  might  strike  the 
Pennsylvania  area.  The  Head- 
quarters of  the  State  Police 
teletyped  the  warning  to  the 
State  Control  Center.  It  hap- 
pened that  the  warning  reached 
Harrisburg  about  the  time  the 
State  Control  Center  Exercise 
was  beginning  and  Colonel  Wil- 
helm took  it  to  the  State  Con- 
trol Center  where  Colonel 
Mitchell  directed  that  it  be 
furnished  to  County  Chairmen 
as  they  reported  on  the  exer- 
cise. This  resulted  in  over  a 
score  of  County  Defense  Coun- 
cil Headquarters  receiving  the 
warning  in  comparatively  a 
short  time.  It  was  the  first 
occasion  on  which  State  Con- 
trol Center  sent  out  storm 
warnings  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  similar 
cooperation  with  Colonel  Wil- 
helm’s office. 


Issue  Booklet 

A new  and  attractive  booklet, 
titled  “Philadelphia  Guide  for 
the  Armed  Forces”,  has  been 
published  by  the  Philadelphia 
CD  in  cooperation  with  the 
USO  Council. 

The  publication  contains  a 
fund  of  information  of  interest 
to  service  men  and  women.  A 
foreword  explaining  that  it  is 
intended  primarily  for  the  en- 
listed personnel  in  the  Armed 
Forces,  is  signed  by  Judge 
Harry  S.  McDevitt,  CD  chair- 
man and  Edward  H.  York,  Jr., 
USO  chairman. 


State  Outdistances  Ohio 
In  Paper  Salvage  Race 

Pennsylvania,  after  accepting 
the  challenge  of  the  Ohio  Coun- 
cil of  Defense  to  a monthly  con- 
test to  determine  which  state 
could  collect  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  pounds  of  waste  paper 
per  capita,  easily  won  the  first 
month’s  contest. 

According  to  a report  sent 
out  by  James  Leslie  Hubbell, 
salvage  administrator  of  Ohio’s 
OCD,  Pennsylvania,  with  a rec- 
ord of  8.87  pounds  per  capita, 
led  all  states  reporting  in  the 
contests.  Ohio’s  collection  was 
5.65  per  capita.  Other  collec- 
tions were:  Florida,  2.74;  Iowa, 
4.01;  Kansas,  4.24;  Kentucky, 
2.02;  Mississippi,  .63;  Montana, 
4 55;  Rhode  Island,  1.38;  South 
Carolina,  3.6;  South  Dakota, 
3.44;  Utah,  3.38;  Virginia,  3.63; 
West  Virginia,  2.9.

Open  Allegheny 
Center  To  Spur 
Post-War  Work 

Viewing  the  post-war  scene 
in  Allegheny  County  as  involv- 
ing “a  large  army  of  shifting 
people,  with  returning  war 
veterans  and  war  workers  seek- 
ing relocation,”  Judge  Joseph 
A.  Richardson,  director  o f 
Civilian  War  Services  of  the 
Allegheny  County  Council  of 
Defense,  recently  announced 
the  opening  of  a Central  Infor- 
mation and  Referral  Bureau  to 
facilitate  applications  for  heir) 
“of  all  kinds.” 

The  service  is  sponsored  by 
the  DC  in  cooperation  with  all 
public  and  private  social  agen- 
cies, the  city  and  the  county, 
and  is  financed  by  the  United 
War  Fund. 

The  Center  does  not  offer 
case  work  or  counselling  serv- 
ice, Judge  Richardson  states, 
but  functions  ' solely  as  a steer- 
ing agency. 

One  of  the  factors  resulting 
in  the  establishment  of  the 
Center  was  a request  from 
Brigadier  General  Frank  T. 
Hines’  office  of  Re-Employment 
and  Re-Training  for  promotion 
of  such  information  centers  on 
a national  scale  and  a request 
from  their  national  head- 
quarters to  Allegheny  offices  of 
the  Veterans’  Administration, 
the  U.  S.  Employment  Service 
and  the  Selective  Service 
System  that  they  cooperate 
with  community  agencies  in  the 
establishment  of  such  centers. 

Similar  information  and  re- 
ferral centers  now  are  operat- 
ing in  at  least  eight  other  major 
cities.

New  Warning 
System  Clicks 

Pennsylvania’s  New  State 
Warning  System  has  been  oper- 
ating with  increased  efficiency 
since  it  was  used  for  the  first 
time  on  July  17.  Several  tests 
have  been  sent  out  over  the 
entire  communication  network 
each  week  and  each  test  reveals 
a more  perfect  dissemination  of 
the  messages. 

The  former  system  which  was 
used  frequently  revealed  delays 
in  the  transmission  of  messages 
up  to  twenty-six  minutes  after 
the  original  call  was  initiated. 
The  last  test  on  the  State 
Warning  System  was  completed 
over  the  entire  state  in  slightly 
less  than  ten  minutes,  accord- 
ing to  Ray  F.  Riegelmeier,  Chief 
Air  Raid  Warden  of  the  State 
Council  of  Defense.

(Continued  -from  page  3) 
proven  its  great  peace  time 
value.  It  is  a mighty  instru- 
ment for  the  protection  of  our 
people.  It  has  organization, 
equipment  and  its  own  self- 
discipline.  These  are  assets  of 
immeasurable  value  to  our 
citizens  in  war  or  in  peace. 
They  should  be  preserved.  A 
way  ought  to  be  found  to  pre- 
serve them. 

“Civilian  Defense  has  been 
run  on  the  basis  of  service  to 
the  State,  regardless  of  sacrifice. 

“There  is  much  for  Civilian 
Defense  to  do  in  the  closing 
days  of  the  War  in  Europe.  I 
appeal  to  the  men  and  women 
who  have  served  so  long  and 
so  well  to  continue  their  work 
and  their  sacrifices.  Produc- 
tion must  go  on.  Safety  must 
be  maintained.  The  auxiliaries 
of  the  police  and  the  firemen 
have  continuing  duties.  The 
child  welfare  centers  should 
not  be  neglected  or  forgotten. 
There  will  always  be  need  for 
protective  services  in  a time 
of  disaster. 

“In  behalf  of  the  people  of 
Pennsylvania,  I thank  Doctor 
Hutchison  and  all  of  you  who1 
have  helped  him  and  served 
with  him  for  what  you  have 
done.  You  gave  us  confidence 
at  a time  when  we  needed 
confidence.  We  had  the  assur- 
ance of  your  help  at  a time 
when  help  would  have  been 
invaluable. 

“I  appeal  to  you  to  continue 
your  efforts  until  we  are  cer- 
tain that  the  emergency  has 
passed  and  that  the  job  for 
which  you  volunteered  is  com- 
pleted.

Protective  Services  was  adopted  by  the  War  Conference  of  the 
International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  of  the  United 
States  recently  held  in  Cleveland. 

Full  text  of  the  resolution,  highly  complimentary  to  our  CD 
organization,  follows: 

A RESOLUTION  RECOMMENDING  CONTINUATION  OF 
CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  PROTECTIVE  SERVICES 
WHEREAS,  The  great  value  and  necessity  of  Civilian  Defense 
Protective  Services  is  daily  being  demonstrated  throughout  the 
United  States  in  time  of  natural  disasters,  such  as  fires,  floods, 
explosions,  train  wrecks,  tornadoes,  and  other  emergencies;  and 
WHEREAS,  These  services  are  of  indispensable  aid  to  regu- 
larly established  public  safety  departments,  especially  because 
of  current  personnel  shortages;  and 

WHEREAS,  Present  military  successes  have  raised  discussions 
regarding  the  future  status  of  these  services;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Chiefs  of  Police  that  the  demobilization  of  these 
services  at  this  time  would  create  a serious  protection  hazard 
and  endanger  the  war  effort  on  the  home  front;  and  be  it 
FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  these  services  are  most  essen- 

tial for  the  duration  of  the  war,  or  until  complete  victory  is 
won  not  only  in  Europe,  but  in  the  Pacific  theater  as  well,  and 
that  those  responsible  for  the  support  and  continuation  of 
Civilian  Defense  exert  every  effort  to  maintain  the  organization 
because  of  its  vital  necessity;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  our  appreciation  be  expressed 

to  Civilian  Defense  Volunteers  for  their  splendid  record  and 
personal  sacrifices  involved  in  discharging  their  responsibilities, 
and  that  they  be  urged,  as  a patriotic  duty,  to  continue  to  make 
their  services  available  until  the  war  is  over  and  the  emergency 
has  passed.

Their  work  included  salvage, 
victory  gardens,  child  welfare 
centers,  needed  help  to  in- 
dustry, teen-age  programs,  pre- 
induction meetings,  the  recruit- 
ing of  nurses,  help  in  bond 
drives  and  other  community 
activities.  It  was  hard  work. 
There  was  little  glamor  in  it. 
Demonstration  kitchens,  food 
canning  and  victory  gardening 
are  not  exciting  but  they  help 
to  win  a war.  The  war  services, 
in  their  work  and  in  their 
savings,  made  a contribution 
valued  at  millions  of  dollars. 
Their  actual  value  cannot,  in 
fact,  be  measured  in  dollars. 

“Pennsylvanians  whole  heart- 
edly  cooperated  with  the  black- 
outs and  daylight  drills  carried 
out  by  Civilian  Defense.  On 
a State-wide  basis,  twenty- 
three  blackouts  and  thirteen 
daylight  drills  were  conducted. 
In  addition,  sixty  local  black- 
outs or  similar  exercises  were 
staged  by  units  of  Civilian  De- 
fense. For  months  Pennsyl- 
vanians proved  their  self-dis- 
cipline and  demonstrated  com- 
munity and  self-responsibility. 

“One  of  the  striking  ex- 
amples of  the  value  of  Civilian 
Defense  was  in  the  conduct  of 
the  Military  Ballot  Canvass. 
Councils  of  defense  furnished 
150,000  volunteer  canvassers 
who  were  aided  by  many  rep- 
resentatives of  veterans’  organ- 
izations, women’s  clubs  and 
other  groups.  It  was  a canvass 
never  paralleled  in  the  United 
States.  No  less  than  550,000 
cards  were  collected.  It  demon- 
strated the  value  of  volunteer 
organizations  and  this  service 
alone  brought  great  credit  to 
this  Commonwealth. 

“Civilian  Defense  has  a peace 
time  as  well  as  a war  time 
value.  Civilian  Defense  units 
gave  strikingly  valuable  service 
at  the  wreck  of  the  Congres- 
sional Limited,  at  the  Broad 
Street  Station  fire  and  other 
disasters  in  Philadelphia.  They 
aided  greatly  at  the  Oil  City 
Refinery  fire,  the  Franklin 
Hotel  and  at  other  fires  in  Erie 
and  Monroe  counties.  Their 
help  following  the  tornado  on 
June  23d  will  never  be  for- 
gotten in  Westmoreland,  Fay- 
ette, Allegheny,  Greene  and 
Washington  counties,  when 
hundreds  of  homes  were  de- 
stroyed and  many  lives,  were 
lost. 

“These  services  should  never 
be  forgotten  by  the  Common- 
wealth. Pennsylvania  has  never 
had  an  organization  so  well 
equipped  and  so  carefully 
trained  to  assist  in  those 
disasters  which  from  time  to 
time  come  to  our  people  as  is 
this  body  of  volunteers. 

“Formed  for  service  in  time 
of  war,  created  to  deal  with 
war  - caused  disasters  and 
enemy  action  such  as  air  raids, 
explosions,  sabotage  and  evacu- 
ations, Civilian  Defense  has

Since  the  inception  of  this 
award,  which  is  made  by  the 
United  States  Office  of  Civilian 
Defense,  62  plants  have  been 
singularly  honored  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  of  these,  41  have  al- 
ready held  the  presentation 
ceremony  and  received  award. 

The  latest  plants  to  receive 
the  award  are  the  Spang-Chal- 
font  Division  of  the  National 
Supply  Company  at  Ambridge; 
the  Nice  Ball  Bearing  Company 
of  Philadelphia:  the  Superior 
Tube  Company  of  Evansburg; 
the  Pittsburgh  Manufacturing 
and  Repair  Plant  of  the  West- 
inghouse  Electric  and  Manu- 
facturing Company  at  Pitts- 
burgh; Atlas  Powder  Co.  of 
Reynolds;  the  Ellwood  Works 
of  the  National  Tube  Co.  at 
Ellwood  City;  the  Taylor  Fibre 
Co.  of  Norristown;  the  Tread- 
well Construction  Company  of 
Midland  and  the  entire  system 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Electric 
Company  with  headquarters  at 
Johnstown.

Our  objective  is  the  coordina- 
tion of  all  organizations  and 
relief  agencies. 

The  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Commissioners 
of  the  various  counties,  the 
Sheriffs  of  the  various  coun- 
ties, the  Mayors,  Burgesses  and 
and  the  Councils  of  the  various 
municipalities  are  responsible 
for  the  coordination  of  govern- 
mental departments,  police  and 
other  agencies. 

The  Red  Cross  is  a world- 
wide organization,  known  for 
its  humanitarian  service  in  the 
furnishing  of  food,  housing, 
clothing  and  medical  services 
during  emergencies. 

We  are  anxious  that  all  gov- 
ernmental agencies  and  all  vol- 


unteer agencies  work  together 
in  complete  harmony  when  an 
emergency  may  arise.  With 
this  in  view  I have  made  the 
following  decisions: 

1.  Civilian  Defense  is  author- 
ized and  directed  to  act  in  all 
disasters  and  emergencies  and 
to  complete  a reorganization  for 
that  purpose.  This  is  to  re- 
main in  effect  for  the  duration 
of  the  war  or  until  a further 
directive. 

2.  The  Emergency  Disaster 
Committee  in  addition  to  its 
duties  as  an  advisory  commit- 
tee to  the  Governor  is  charged 
with  the  duty  as  advisory  com- 
mittee to  the  State  Council  of 
Defense  in  all  emergencies,  con- 
sisting of  fires,  floods,  tornadoes, 
wrecks,  etc. 

3.  Governmental  agencies 
mentioned  above,  and  particu- 
larly the  Governor,  Sheriffs  and 
Mayors,  are  responsible  for  po- 
lice and  other  protection  of  our 
people.  Civilian  Defense  is 
charged  as  an  auxiliary  in  the 
protection  of  our  people. 

4.  We  want  the  Red  Cross  to 
continue  in  Pennsylvania  those 
services  which  it  has  heretofore 
offered,  namely,  food,  housing, 
clothing,  medical  service,  and 
any  others  which  may  be  co- 
ordinated with  the  authorities 
of  the  State,  county  or  mu- 
nicipality. 

5.  The  supreme  coordinating 
authority  in  all  disasters  in  the 
Commonwealth  is  the  Governor 
and  his  duly  constituted  rep- 
resentatives. In  the  various 
counties  the  Sheriff  is  the  su- 
preme peace  officer.  In  cities 
the  Mayor  is  responsible  for 
peace  and  good  order.  The 
Burgess  in  a borough  is  respon- 
sible for  peace  and  good  order. 

6.  The  Executive  Director  of 
Civilian  Defense  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  request  the  appoint- 
ment of  a disaster  coordinator 
in  each  county  and  municipal- 
ity. It  is  suggested  that  the 
present  civilian  set-up  be  fol- 
lowed as  closely  as  possible. 

I believe  that  this  set-up  will 
be  for  the  advantage  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  I request  all  gov- 
ernmental agencies  and  all  vol- 
unteer agencies  to  join  together 
in  full  cooperation  that  the 
magnificent  and  courageous 
service  which  has  characterized 
all  our  effort  during  the  war 
period  may  continue  for  a bet- 
ter service  for  Pennsylvania. 


Williamsport  CD  Corps 
Goes  On  Stand-By  Plan 

Protective  services  of  the 
Williamsport  Civilian  Defense 
have  gone  on  a “stand-by”  basis 
until  further  notice. 

Charles  F.  Askey,  executive 
director  of  Williamsport’s  CD, 
announces  that  there  will  be  no 
disbanding  of  civilian  defense 
workers  and  no  closing  of  posts 
throughout  the  city.  Head- 
quarters and  sector  posts  will 
be  maintained,  no  equipment 
will  be  disposed  of  and  the 
warning  system  will  remain 
intact. 
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Defense  Aides  Given 
Bars  For  $2,061,500

A total  of  5,487  service  bars, 
representing  4,123,000  hours  of 
service  given  by  CD  volunteers 
in  Allegheny  County,  have  been 
awarded  since  January,  it  has 
been  announced  by  Mrs.  J.  A.

At  50  cents  an  hour  this  rep-

10  CenSers  Now 
Operating  With 
4,000  Members 

State  Council  of  Defense 
stands  ready  to  provide  recrea- 
tional equipment  to  any  com- 
munity interested  in  setting  up 
club-houses  for  boys  and  girls. 

Although  only  two-months 
old,  the  Teen-Age  Center  move- 
ment of  the  State  Council  of 
Defense  is  fast  gaining  ground 
with  10  recreational  spots  al- 
ready established  with  an  en- 
rolled membership  of  over  4,000 
boys  and  girls  and  many  others 
in  the  process  of  getting  started. 

This  project  commenced  July 
15.  Centers  opened  to  date 
with  material  assistance  and 
moral  guidance  from  Councils 
of  Defense  include:  Towanda, 
Kenhorst,  Lehighton,  Shick- 
shinny,  Danville,  Altoona,  Port 
Carbon,  Bath,  Weatherly  and 
South  Williamsport. 

The  program  is  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Ralph  Cooper  Hutchison, 
Executive  Director;  Mrs.  Worth- 
ington Scranton,  Commander  of 
War  Services,  and  Harry  Hirsch, 
Director.  Mr.  Hirsch  is  an 
ambitious  and  hard-working 
individual  who,  already  has 
travelled  through  the  State 
helping  communities  to  promote 
the  project  locally,  and  has 
announced  as  his  goal  by 
January  1 — 35  Pennsylvania 
Teen-Age  Centers.  This  is  a 
large  order,  to  say  the  least, 
but  Mr.  Hirsch  is  confident  that 
it  can  and  will  be  done. 

Each  Center  is  a community 
undertaking  and  boys  and  girls 
in  all  walks  of  life  are  welcome 
to  use  the  recreational  facilities 
of  the  clubhouse.  All  Centers 
have  been  opened  with  a small 
outlay  of  funds  and  wherever 
help  is  requested  from  the  State 
Council,  recreational  equipment 
has  been  provided. 

All  Centers  are  governed  by 
Constitution  and  By-Laws 
drawn  up  by  the  Teen-Agers 
themselves.  Membership  fees 
range  from  50  cents  to  $1  per 
year  with  each  member  receiv- 
ing a membership  card. 

All  Centers  are  operated 
under  adult  volunteer  super- 
vision with  hosts  and  hostesses 
being  recruited  from  Civilian 
Defense  ranks.  Every  desired 
form  of  recreation  is  installed 
including  refreshment  bars 
serviced  by  the  boys  and  girls. 

The  State  Council  has  recom- 
mended that  the  clubhouses  not 
be  housed  in  pretentious  build- 
ings but  rather  in  places  that 
are  available  either  on  a rent 
free  or  a very  low  rental  basis. 
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
